Danger of Fever. 

‘thief Clayton savs that the Proctor 

plant, completed some months 
and now operating successfiilly, 
wil] be able to take care of the sew- 
age from one-third of the city. He 
admits that complaints have been re- 
ceived from residents in the vicinity of 
the Peachtree plant, but says the odors 
have come from the fertilizer plant. 

There is danger of the city being in- 
fected with iyphold if the Peachtree 
and Intrenchment plants are neg- 
lected much longer. The sewage is 
belng cared for at the Proctor creek 
plant. A surplus is allowed to run 
into the interceptors of Peachtree and 
Intrenchment creeks, and aecording to 
well-informed persons there is danger. 

When wil] Dady finish Peachtree? 

The question has not been answered 
by the officers of the city whose duty 
ft igs to look after the contracts. As- 
sistant Engineer Hansell stated re- 
centiy that Dady could rot turn. the 
plant over to the city on June 15, 1913. 
lie says now that if Dady received 
on an average of fifteen cars of crush- 
ed stone of sizes from 1% to 2% 
inches per day, he willl be able to com- 
plete the job within thirty days. 

Centractor Shows Correspondence. 

Dady says that he has 
able to get more than five cars of 
stone a day under contract, and has 
shown correspondence to Chief Clay- 
ton to prove that he has made an ef- 
fort. The Proctor creek plant was 
completed without delays of any sort, 
and there was no hitch tn the erection 
of the filter beds which require the 
size stone Dady saye he is unable to 
buy.

POSSE ROUTS YebbS 
BLOWING BANK SAFE

Battle Follows 
of Men Working 
Bank of Lumpkin.

Ga., February 14.—(Spe- 
masked safe-crackers 
had succeeded blowing off the stec] 
door of the vault of the Bank of Lump- 
kin County at 1:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing they were routed by Sheriff T. M. 
Ray and a posse of quickly-aroused 
citizens before they were able to se- 
cure and make away with their loot, 
which consisted of about $2,000 de- 
posited in the vault. 

Cleveland Duncan, a 16-year-old 
student at the North Georgia Agricul- 
tural college, who lives with his sis- 
ter upstairs tn the building adjoining 
the bank, Was aroused by the explo- 
sion which blew off the vault door. He 
out the second floor porch 
and saw the light and heard the noise 
of men working below. He was 
discovered, however, by the burglars’ 
lookout, who leveled a revolver at him 
and ordered him back into the house. 

Young Duncan then notifted R. Cc. 
Meaders, president of the bank, who 
in turn called Sheriff Ray. The three 
of them, with what feW citizens could 
be found at the late hour. advanced 
upon the bank. 

The burglars 
proach and ran from the building as 
Sheriff Ray came up In front. The 
burglars immediately opened fire upon 
the sheriff, but owing to the fact that 
Mr. Meaders and others were 
approaching the bank from another 
direction, Sheriff Ray could not dis- 
tinguish whether the fugitives were 
friends or foes and @id not return fire. 

As the safe-crackers passed on the 
first side street, however, Mr. Meaders 
saw them and opened fire. A lively 
fusilade followed, but so far as is 
known bullets took effect and the 
cracksmen escaped. 

President Meaders examined the in- 
terior of the bank and vault and found 
all money and papers intact. 

Although the sheriff and a posse are 
Searching the countryside and sending 
widespread alarms with the hope 
of heading off the would-be robbers, 
at an early hour this morning there 
was no clew as to the direction of 
their flight. 

The only indication of how long they 
may have been here is the fact that 
four or five mules were stolen from 
farmers about six miles out from here 
Tuesday night and were found loose 
on the outskirts of town Wednesday 
morning. Two strangers were seen in 
town vesterday, but these have been 
accounted for.

Lynn and his wife were jointly in- 


dicted for the murder of F. M. High- 
tower last December. Hightower, 
father of the chief of police of this 
place, was 64 years old. 

Hightower had gone to the*®Lynn 
home in he country to get a load of 
lightwood, and was shot to death in 
Mrs. Lynn's bedroom. She declared 
Hightower had insulted her, and she 
fired to protect herself. The pistol she 
used carried five chambers, whereas 
examination of Hightower’'s body 
showed seven bullet wounds. Suspicion 
fell on the husband, and they were 
both arrested, 

In the trial Lynn and his 
hered to the story that he was in the 
field at the time of the shooting,,and

The case went to the jury 
night Monday night, and they remain- 
ed out until yesterday, when they were 
re-charged and sent back by Judge 
Hawkins. 

Thursday afternoon, 
convening of court after 
hour, Judge Hawkins was 
the jury that they had made up a 
verdict and were ready to _ report. 
The defendants, who were in jail, were 
sent for. and, after they had arrived, 
Judge Hawkins ordered the jury to 
be brought in. When the last juror 
was seated the judge inquired of the 
foreman if they had made up a ver- 
dict. He stood up and repliec they 
had. Solicitor Stevens was ins,ructed 
to read the verdict and while the as- 
sembled crown awaited breathlessly he 
unfolded the paper on which the ver- 
dict Was written and read it out aloud. 

Defendants Unmoved. 

Neither defendant displayed any 
emotion. Neither seemed affected by 
the verdict, after the first moment of 
silence following the reading of the 
verdict, one of Lynn’s attorneys walk- 
ed over and spoke to him and he smil- 
ed easily and wae apparently as un- 
concerned as he has appearel all dur- 
ing the trial. 

For the fraction of a second there 
flitted across Mrs. Lynn's face an ex- 
pression of mingled victory over, and 
contempt for, mere man, and then she 
resumed the usual expression that has 
characterized her face from the time 
she first appeared in court. 

Judge Hawkins thanked the jury for 
their patience and work on the case, 
and, stating that the verdict was a 
righteous and just one in his opinion, 
and the verdict: that he would have 
rendered himeelf had he been on the 
jury, he dismissed the jurors, allowing 
them to «o for. the train. He -ben 
told Lynn to stand up and as briefly 
as possible sentenced him to impris- 
omment for life, ‘Stating that he had to 
follow the jury’s recommendation. He 
then told Mrs. Lynn that she was dis- 
charged. Both defendants remained in 
the court several minutes after the 
sentence had been passed, and it Was 
after the next case had been called 
that they finally left the courtroom. 
There Was no demonstration anv 
kind. 

The jury was composed originally of 
R. M. Arnau, A. K. Hawkins, Arthur 
Graham, B. A, Hooks, A. M. Lewis, W. 
E. Silas, J. M. Jones, J. Ussery, J. ©. 
Ellington, John Daniel, D. B. Bass and 
Calvin Tyre. Mr. Tyre was excused 
after the first day on account of ill- 
ness, both sides agreeing to go on 
with dleven jurors. Wednesday after- 
noon, after the jury had _ informed 
Judge Hawkins they could not agree, 
he called them in and recharged them. 
At that time, it is stated, ey stood 
six to five in favor of convicting both 
defendants.

How a Famous Merchant Built Up His 
Trade. 


By E. J. Edwards.

I met him one morn- 
ing when he was thus 
engaged and he invited 
me to take a= stroll 
around his store with 
him. Probably not one 
person in a hundred 
who saw this quiet- 
mannered, gray-haired 
man strolling up and s. J. Edwards. 
down the aisles recog- 
nized him as the proprietor or identified him 
as one of the greatest American merchants. 
But I observed that while carrying on 4 run- 
ning conversation with me his eyes took in 
by swift glances everything that came with- 
in their vision. He was especially watch- 
ful of the clerks, sometimes stopping 


|for a moment or two at a place where he 


could see what some of the more distant 


clerks were doing, although they were un- 
conscious that he was looking at them. 


He was particularly attentive to custom- 
ers who seemed to be perplexed as to where 
to go to find the articles they wanted to 
look at. He paid special attention to elderly 
women, and many who did not know him 
were indebted to the courtesy of this incon- 
spicuous man for getting exactly what they 
wanted, and without waste of time. 

After we had thus strolled for an hour or 
so I went with Mr. O'Neill to his office. He 
said: “It takes, of course, a great deal of 
constructive and organizing faculty to build 
up a large retail business, but when it is 
once built up it becomes, probably, the most 
satisfactory of all forms of trade. Success, 
however, entails something in addition. To 
be very successful the retail merchant must 
be a great salesman. 

“Now I will illustrate what I saying 
to you by an anecdote of Marshall Field. In 
my opinion Marshall Field, the head of the

| great Chicago house which bears his name, 


and greatest salesman this 
country ever known. He possesses 
extraordinary constructive and organizing 
powers, but I am satisfied that these would 
not have enabled him to build up what I be- 
lieve to be the greatest retail house in the 
United States unless he were also a very 
great salesman. 

“Mr. Field is not only 
salesman, but he has studied the science, for 
he regards it as a science. He used to say 
that it taught the various phases of human

nature, and that a great salesman was quali- 
| fied to become a great diplomatist. 


“Now for my illustration. One day Mr. 
Field was walking through the main aisles 
of his store when he saw a woman who was 
evidently in some distress. He stopped her 
and asked her what the matter was. She 
thought he was an employee of the store, a 
sort of head clerk, not Knowing him by 
sight, and she said that the day before she 
had bought a piece of goods and after get- 
ting home she found it was not what she 
wanted. She brought it back in the hope 
that the clerk would take it back and let 
her have something else in its plade. 

“She said to Mr. Field that the clerk acted 
as though she had almost insulted him, so 
astonished was he at her request, whereupon 
Mr. Field said, ‘Come with me.” She led him 
to the counter, and in a few brief words he 
told the clerk to give the customer what she 
wanted in exchange for the article she had 
bought the day before. He turned away, but 
stopped a moment and said, ‘If you can’t gct 
what you want you shall have your money 


| back.’ 


“That,” said Mr. O'Neill to me, “was the 
beginning of a policy now universally adopt- 
ed. at least by the great stores. For at that 
time such a thing as an exchange of a pur- 
chased article was unheard of. 

“In a short time it became Known that a 
dissatisfied customer could exchange the arti- 
cles for anything else in the store of equal 
value, or could even get the money back. 
That thing of itself greatly increased Mr. 
Field’s trade. Other shopkeepers recognized 
what he had done and speedily followed his 
example with most gratifying results. No 
one but a great salesman would have thought 


of that.”’

The World’s Mysteries 


WILLIAM TELL AND 
THE APPLE EPISODE 


Was William Tell the hero that romance 
pictured him? Did the occurrence which 
made him famous in story, literature and the 
opera, ever take place? Did Gessler order 
him, on pain of death, to shoot an apple 
Placed on the head of his son? Having 
fortunately succeeded in the task imposed 
upon him, without hurting ‘‘1e child, it is 
said he told the tyrant that had he been less 
fortunate, he had another arrow in reserve 
which he should have directed at Gessler’s 
heart. 

The Swiss nation has made of William 
Tell an illustrious hero. Their historians, at 
least some of them, tell us that animated by 
his courage and example, the Swiss nation 
flew into arms, when Gessler was killed by 
Tell and the Austrians were completely é¢x- 
pelled from their country. 

But is this true? The Tell myth has been 
So dissected during the last century that 
there has been little or nothing left of it, 
and among the most strenuous in denounc- 
ing the story as a fake is Baring Gould, an 
English historian. 

Nevertheless, at the Schiller centennial in 
Berlin, some years ago, it was proposed to 
commemorate the occasion by giving to one 
of the principal streets of the suburb of 
Rixdorf the name of that of William Tell, 
whom Schiller contributed so muc. to glorify 
by his drama. Whereupor several of the 
town councillors arose and called attention 
to the fact that the Tell of Schiller and of 
patriotic Helvetian traditions had been 
shown to be a myth, not only by trust- 
worthy investigators outside of Switzerland, 


but so acknowledged” by Swiss antiquarians 
themselves. 

But the People of Switzerland will not 
have their idol—thédir national hero—so 
easily shattered. Near Lucerne is the place 
where the Swiss patriots performed those 
thrilling scenes immortalized by Schiller in 
his drama of “William Tell.” At a point 
near the city is Tell’s chapel. It stands upon 
the spot where, it is said, the hero, springing 
from the tyrant’s boat, escaped the clutches 
of the Austrian governor. 

Although there may be doubts on even 
the existence of this national chieftain, yet 
it is beyond peradventure that a chapel was 
erected here to his memory as early as the 
fifteenth century, and within recent years 
this structure was restored at government 
expense. Moreover, onee a year, at least. the 
people of the neighboring cantons gather 
here in great numbers to celebrate a fes- 
tival which has been held by their ancestors 
for centuries. 

Appropriate frescoes, representing ex- 
Ploits ascribed to Tell, adorn the walls of 
this chapel, while opposite the doorway is an 
altar at which religious services are held. 

The Tell story ts found first in a ballad 
the first nine stanzas of which (containing 
the story) certainly were written tefore 
1474. There is no mention made of the bailiff 
nor of hia master nor of the hat placed on 
the pole. Tell is called “the first confed- 
erate,” and his feat is treated as the real and 
only reason why the confederation was 
formed and the tyrants driven out of the 
land. 

It is probably to this ballad that Melchior 
Russ, of Lucerne, refers when he goes on to 
narrate how Tell, irritated by his treatment, 
stirred up his friends against the governor, 
who seized and bound him and was convey- 
ing him »y boat to his castle on the lake of 
Lucerne, when a storm arose, and Tell, by 
reason of his great bodily strength, after be- 
ing unbound, was put in charge of the rud- 
der on his promise to bring the boat safely 
to shore. He steered it toward a shelf of 
rock, sprung ashore, shot the baliff with his 
crossbow, and went back to Uri, where he 
stirred up the great strife which ended in 
the battle of Morgarten. 

In spite of the popularity of the Tell 
legend it cannot claim the support of au- 
thentic history. In fact, if there ever existed 
a William Tell who can be credited with hav- 
ing been a Swiss patriot, undoubtedly that 
part of the story, in which Tell is described 
as shooting an apple from his son’s head, is 
an ornamental addition.

It would be held in the year 1919 to cele- 
brate and commemorate the centenary of 
the sailing from Savannah in 1819 of the @rst 
steamship that ever crossed the Atlantic, or

Isn't that a world-event worthy of a cen- 
tennial round-up and blow-out? 

It surely was a big adventure in that day, 
ninety-four years ago. Twelve years before 
Robert Fulton had demonstrated water nav- 
igation by steam power with his little old 
tub-and-tea-kettle, called the “Clermont,” on 
the Hudson river—an event that was but 
recently celebrated, you remember, with 
Sreat spectacular effects on that historic 
river. 

It was not Boston, or New York, or Phila- 
delphia, that furnished the faith, the cour- 
age and the capital to venture a steam- 
The cotton 
factors and merchants of Savannah did that, 
and the little steamship “Savannah” was 
equipped to their order, loaded with cotton 
and other Georgia products, and hopefully 


| speeded upon her fateful and pioneering voy- 


age. 

What man now can adequately imagine 
the feelings, the speculation, the misgivings 
that surged in the minds of those who had 
conceived and were backing this bold and 
strange enterprise? 

For weeks they were prey to apprehen- 
sions that the ship might not operate her 
mechanism successfully, that she might 
“blow up” in mid-ocean, that she might chance 
upon any one of a chapter of possible 
strange accidents. But an occasional incom- 
ing sail vessel would bring word of a 
singular fire-ship moving steadily northeast 
and east, and after many weeks came the 
tidings that the gallant craft had reached 
her goal On the other side, safe and sound! 

My word, pardner, there must have been a 
lot of punch-bowling and high-rolling cele- 
bration in Savannah when that good news 
came to town. A new era in the world’s 
history had been dated. A new expansion of 
the commerce of maritime nations had been 
established. A new, long, tall feather had 
been get in the hatband of Uncle Sam, and 
thenceforth every smokestack rising from 
the stomach of a ship, through all the ages, 
must send up incense in his honor. 

Beloved, it was a great big day in the 
calendar of mankind and in the development 
of international relations of every kind! 

Although contemporary accounts Say that 
when the “Savannah” steamed up the Mersey 


| to Liverpool the people of that port “believed 
| the devil, puffing fire and smoke, was com- 


ing in to them.” I am now, in view of The 
Hague and the spirit of arbitration, more 
inclined to say that the little old steamer 
was the advance herald of the “Prince of 
Peace.” 

If the opening of the Panama canal in 
1915 is such an occasion as to warrant the 
great Pacific coast. expositions that are pre- 
paring at San Francisco and San Diego, then 
assuredly the centenary of steam navigation 
over all the waters of the globe is also a fit 
occasion for a celebration second to none the 
world has ever seen. 

Think of the monster developments that 
have followed that trip of the “Savannah” 
from our Georgia port to Liverpool.

TAXICABS

A taxicab is a nervous mechanism which 
lives on gasoline and five-dollar bills. 

Five-dollar bills are the chief diet of the 
taxicab. It eats them at the rate of one ten- 
cent bite each quarter of a mile. A taxicab 
can travel 45 miles an hour when hungry. 
especially on a wet pavement, and can eat 
a $5 bill, rind and all, in fifteen minutes and 
yell for more. 

Feeding the animals in a circus is sup- 
posed to be an impressive sight, but it is not 
half so thrilling as feeding a taxicab. To 
feed a taxicab, stuff your pockets with 
money, tell the driver to hurry up and take 
you to the next block and then fix your eye 
on the taxi-meter dial.

Unless you watch the dial carefully the taxi 
will presently eat all the money you have 
and will then become carnivorous, assisted 
by its driver. Many a traveler has carelessly 
supposed that the taxicab can glut a $20 
appetite on a ten-dollar bill and has gone to 
the police station with his ear hanging down 
over his vest pocket in consequence. 

The taxicab is nimble and convenient and 
with its aid one can travel so far in a day 
and can perform so much work that he will 
have earned enough more by the end of the 
year to pay almost all of the additional cost 
of transportation. In Europe one may travel

Excellent’ Equipment and Work 
of Pioneer Negro Institution 
Shown to Visitors. 


On the invitation-of President Ed- 
ward T. Ware, Juage W. R. Hammond, 
Editor Clark Howell, J. K. Orr and Dr. 


Cc. B. Wilmer visited Atlanta university 


Thursday morning. They went as 
thoroughly over the institution as time 
would allow, visiting the Knowles In- 
dustrial building, the Oglethorpe 
Practice school, the Carnegie library 
and the Domestic Science building and 
several recitations in Stone hall. This 
institution, which is the oldest of its 
type for negroes in Georgia, merits the 
interest and sympathy of all citizens 
who are ipterested in the welfare of 
the negroes. It has had the privilege 
of equipping and sending out some of 
the most capable teachers and leaders 
of the race. More than three-fourths 
of the negro teachers of the public 
schools of this city, and a large per- 
centage of those in Augusta, Savannah 
and other Georgia cities, received their 
training at Atlanta university. | 

The excellent industrial training 
given at the Atlanta school has been 
the means of supplying teachers of in- 
dustry and manual arts in many 
places. Presi@ent R. R. Wright, of the 
Georgia States Industrial college, and 
several of his teachers; President H. 
A. Hunt, of the Fort Valley Industrial 
high school, and many other teachers 
of country schools were trained at 
Atlanta university. 

Students Sing for Visitors. 

At noon the fvur hundred students 
gathered In the chapel and sang sev- 
eral of the old-time negro melodies 
and an anthem—Schillings’ “Te Deum” 
—and listened to addresses by the 
guests. Mr. Orr spoke upon the im- 
portance of education as a means of 
acquiring efficlency, illustrating his 
remarks by the record of a colored 
man and his wife of his acquaintance 
who ‘had made steady progress and 
provided for their children the oppor- 
tunity to take the Atlanta university 
education. “Is it not true that a little 
is a dangerous thing, even 
if it is something well learned?’ He 
compared those.in quest of education 
to a company visiting Stone Mountain. 
A little group is satisfied to remain at 


the foot of the mountain; Others go 
half way to the top, and still others 
reach the summit. “TNe higher you 
climk the broader vision meets your 
gaze.” And so he urged that those 
who were able to aval] themselves of 
the best that this school has to give. 

Clark Howell emphasized the mutual 
dependence of one race upon another. 
“If every household, white and black, 
of this city could be as neat and clean 
within and in !ts surroundings as the 
buildings and the campus of this 
school; if the floors could be kept as 
clean as those of the Domestic science 
building, the mortality of this city 
would without doubt be reduced by 
more than half. A plague spot of dis- 
ease in any community is sure to have 
its ill- effect upon the people of both 
races,’ said Mr. Howell. 


Only Real Castes, Good and Bad. 


“Education is a good thing for all 
creatures and all people of whatever 
race. Among all people will be found 
two distinct castes, the good and the 
bad.” Illustrating this, he told of 
attending a trial of a Hindu laborer on 
the Panama canal recently. The man 
had made false claim to some money. 
Among those who appeared as wit- 
nesses for and against him there was 
a great clamor of tongues and great 
excitement. It transpired that they 
represented two ‘castes, those belong- 
ing to the caste of the prisoner stand- 
ing for him, and those of another caste 
accusing him. The judge finally rece- 
ognized the cause of division and said 
that as far as he was concerned there 
were but two castes, the good and the 
bad, and on being proved guilty the 
prisoner was convicted. So Mr. Howell 
urged upon the 400 young people in 
the chapel to align themserves unques- 
tionably on the side of the good and 
to use whatever power or influence 
they might have through education to 
strengthen the good among their peo- 
ple and in their communities. 

Judge Hammond spoke upon the im- 


portance of ‘individual responsibility 
and the too frequent tendency of peo- 
ple to shift the burden upon. some one 
else. “‘When you sang today every in- 
dividual did his part. Suppose one 
student had seid, ‘My voice will add 
nothing to the volume of the whole,’ 
and suppose another and another had 
argued this way, we should have had 
no glorious anthem sung. It is only 
as each individual assumes his full re- 
sponsibility that we make progress” 

The assembly was then appropri- 
ately dismissed by Dr. Wilmer witn a 
prayer of benediction. The whole oc- 
casion was most encouraging for stu- 
dents and teachers of Atlanta univer- 
sity, and looks to a better understand- 
ing of the value of the efforts there 
put forth in behalf of the negroes of 
Atlanta and Georgia. This school has 
never been without its representative 
of Atlanta on the trustees’ board. For 
many years Samuel Inman was a trus- 
ee, and after him the late oe John 

Hopkins, and today Rev. B Wtil- 
mer, D. D., whese voice has me ac been 
heard’ in behalf of this institution and 
of the race it serves.

“HARD COAL TRUST” 
FACES PROSECUTION 


Trenton, N. J., February 13.—-Fur- 
ther prosecution of the “hard coal 
trust” was begun here today by the 
federal government in a civil sult 
against the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Rallroad company and 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Coal company, charging violations 
of both the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the commodities clause of the _in- 
terstate commerce act. 

It is understood that this move may 
be followed by one or more similar 
suits against other anthracite carrving 
railroads and their allied coal compa- 
nies. The government's petition in 
equity alleges that the coal-carrying 
roads and their affiliated coal compa- 
nies, including the defendants, make 
and control the f. o. b. prices of an- 
thracite at the terminals of New York, 
the chief distributing center, which 
regulates the prices in other markets. 

Washington, February 13.—B) the 
“hard coal” suit instituted today, the 
government has gone more deeply into 
the anthracite situation than ever be- 
fore, according to officials. As the 
result of an investigation by the de- 
partment of justice action against al- 
leged combinations of railroads and 
coal companies is expected. 

The reason the government recently 
requested and secured the dismissal of 
the suit under the commodities clause 
against the Lehigh Valley railroad at 
Philadelphia was to permit, it is un- 
derstood, a consideration of the ques- 
tion of proceeding against the com- 
pany under both the commodities 
Clause and the anti-trust act. 

In its recent decision in the general 
“hard coal trust” suit, the supreme 
court threw out without prejudice the 
charges against several alleged combi-

WASHINGTON HOTELS
